Students Boycott ‘‘Lousy” 


The MPC cafeteria was the scene of 
a food boycott by a handful of stu- 
dents who were, and still are, pro- 
testing the quality of the food ser- 
ved, and the relationship between the 
prices and the portions served. 

A table was set up with a petition 
for aggravated students to sign, de- 
manding better service from the Szabo 
Food Service, the company which sup- 
plies and prepares the food in the 
cafeteria. 

Asked to explain the reasons for 
the boycott, Prime Minister Ken Dan- 
ley, who led it, said, "There has 
been a lot of lip service about the 
food sratuation, but the timeftor Jp 


service is over. The food is not as 
hot as it should be, the portions are 
too small for the prices attached to 
them, and the general quality of the 
£FOod 1S) Poor.  Tt'%s seime: for us to 
take some action; the only way to get 
something across is to act on it. 
That's why we're boycotting the food. 

A meeting between students and 
Szabo was held Tuesday afternoon in 
the EOP Study Center. 

At the meeting, some students com- 
plained that french fries "are hard 
and cold, mashed potatoes can prac- 
tically be drunk, and 65 cents for a 
Sloppy Joe is ridiculous because the 
majority of students cannot pay these 
prices."

For the past month weekly meetings 
have been held Thursdays at 4:00 in 
LF103 for the purpose of organizing 
some kind of format for that day's 
activities here on campus. 

Student teacher Jim Locke, who is 
playing a major role in coordinating 
activities during that week, has 
said, "The Teach-in will dramatize 
and instruct students about what's 
really happening to the ecology." He 
hopes it will alarm and motivate leg- 


Szabo maintained that any students 


who have complaints about the food 
should file them with the Student 
Union Committee, and said they would 
answer through them. But since a 
representative from the SU Committee 
was there, complaints could be aired 
there. But action would have to be 
taken at an official meeting of the 
SU Committee. Szabo said that the 
prices are high for food because the 
cost of production is high. They 
Said they were not making any sub- 
stantial profit, and that, an fact, 
they are losing money in the long 
run. They also said, "The cafeteria

make it impossible to run a short 
order kitchen," which, of course, 
would be hotter food. "We are work- 
ing at the extreme of our Jimits,” 
they said. 

The students agreed that facilities 
were bad, but there was some argument 
whether ASMPC should first attend to 
this problem - since they are respon- 
Sible for supply of facilities - be- 
fore complaining to Szabo. Danley 
charged that "they (Szabo) signed the 
contract knowing what the facilities 
would be and agreed to prepare food 
there. We have a right to expect de- 
cent food."

Prime Minister Ken Danley assailed 
Parliament members for their "laziness" 
midway through an emergency meeting of 
chat body on. Apri) ly. 

Danley's remarks were prompted by a 
virtually silent response to his call 
for a delegation to accompany him to 
a planning meeting of a student 
government conference to be held later 
this spring. A few members of 
Parliament remarked that they had to 
work at the appointed time of the 
meeting but the rest of the members 
were silent. Danley then emphasized 
that he couldn't shoulder the entire 
burden of representing Parliament at 
various functions and he invited those 
members of Parliament who felt that 
they shouldn't share the burden to 
resign in order to enable him to 
appoint someone who would. 

Earlier in that meeting members of

Republican Speaker Monagan has op- 
posed state college tuition in the 
past but says now that it has been 
approved by the University of Cali- 
fornia Regents, he believes that the 
state college setup should be simi- 
lar.

Boycott Is 


To they Editor: 

Today, while in the student union 
getting lunch, I was greeted by a 
shouting Prime Minister earnestly Calle 
ing for myself and the other hungry 
souls to boycott Szabo's food count— 
er. These vocal few created a bottle- 
neck in and around the food serving 
line and the coin operated machine. 

A few question are in order: 

Are you aware that you control the 
food service? Are you aware of the 
Student Union Committee? What would 
you suggest to improve the quality 
of the food in the student union? 
(Don "t Bust Say better food; ithat's 
not constructive) 

A few facts are also in order. 

When I attended MPC a few years back, 
the perennial complaint was "lousy 
food". Committees were formed and 
improvements in food quality and 
lowered prices came as a result. 

ASMPC controls and profits from 
the food concession. Szabo is under 
contract to ASMPC and the college to 
provide the food service for the stud- 
ents. At one time the concession was 
student operated, but as the college 
grew they were unable to provide an 
adequate food service. Consequently 
ASMPC contracted a professional food 
service firm to take over and to the 
job that they themselves could not do. 

Szabo presently holds the contract. 
Thisetsm t Szabo Ss L£IGSt contract at 
MPC. It was renewed by ASMPC recently. 
At that time "Student leaders", some 
of whom are still around and bad-mouth- 
ing Szabo, sampled other college's caf- 
eteria's at Szabo's expense. They gave 
the contract to Szabo because Szabo 
gave ASMPC the best deal financially. 
Some food service companies aren't 
even interested in the MPC contract 
because of the demands set down by 
ASMPC, the relatively low volume, and 
the archaic facilities. It is also 


rumored that the only reason Szabo 
wanted the contract was to get first 
crack at the operation in the new 
Student Center, (which is now over a 
year behind schedule) and isn't mak- 
ing money on its present operation. 

We expect Szabo to prepare two meals 
a day, serve a student population of 
over 3,000 and it seems that they also 
expect the food to be of gourmet qual- 


ity. And just what facilities do we 
provide them to work with? We give 
them a smaller kitchen than Mac Don- 
alds, with two antiquated stoves, and 
two permenently parked trailers for 
storage purposes out back. It's a 
wonder that they provide the food that 


they do much less high quality, gourmet 
dinners.

Olivetti started his efforts by 
getting permission from three land 
owners to assure him free use of one 
mile of ocean front 4% mile wide in 
Sand City. He applied for a permit 
from Sand City on March 10 and was 
refused pending approval of Monterey 
County Health Authorities. Health 
authorities denied him a permit as a 
crowd of 20 to 40 thousand people was 
expected. Sand City passed an ordi- 
nance limiting gatherings of this 
type to a hundred persons. 

IMy Original program called for 1/ 
artists and bands including Santana, 
Buffy S. Marie, Lamb, The Bitterseeds 
and The Sideminders," Olivetti said. 

Olivetti denies any connection be- 
tween the Sand City Rock Festival 
which he says ended on March 10 and 
the fairgrounds affair which happened 
on Easter Sunday.
